Conditioning Public for Failure i ‘Khrushchev May Be Tough' 

XJ.S.A Iready Belittling May Summit Parley

WASHINGTON <UPD— 
The Eisenhower * administra¬ 
tion has begun to prepare 
public opinion for possible 
failure of the spring summit 
conference to produce any 
real East West agreement on 
major cold war issues. 

Qualified authorities said 
yesterday the next few weeks 


can be expected to bring re¬ 
peated warnings from high 
officials against expecting too 
much, if anything, from the 
May 16 session with Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
in Paris. 

This campaign to forestall 
soaring expectations has both 
international and domestic 
political implications. 


Officials fear a severe psy¬ 
chological reaction around the 
world if too much is expected 
and the meeting then fails 
to produce hoped-for solutions 
or progress on some of the 
major problems—Berlin, Ger¬ 
many, disarmament. 

'• Administration leaders re¬ 
alize. too. that such a reaction, 
in addition to increasing glob¬ 


al tension, might well have a 
bad effect in the United States 
on the political fortunes of the 
Republican party. “Peace” is 
one of the two big g\ins in the 
1960 GOP campaign arsenal— 
the other being "prosperity.’* 
Assistant secretary of state 
Andrew H. Berding on Friday 
fired what was considered the 
opening round in the admini¬ 


stration s strategy to down¬ 
grade results of the conference. 
He said in a speech to the 
women's forum on national se¬ 
curity that the United States 
would not enter the meeting 
“with great expectations” al¬ 
though the session “should be 
valuable in probing Soviet in¬ 
tentions and attitudes." 

Top administration officials 


now are virtually convinced 
that Khrushchev^ will arrive in 
Paris in a tough frame of 
mind. They expect him, on the 
basis of latest indications from 
the Kremlin, to renew his de¬ 
mand for an immediate peace 
treaty with divided Germany 
on his own terms. They also 
expect him to serve notice that 


the truce in the Berlin crisis 
is over. 

However, they expect no 
real breakdown in East-West 
relations immediately after 
the meeting. Eisenhower is 
scheduled to pay a 10-day visit 
to Khrushchev in Russia 
during June and the assump¬

Anti-Red Teen Rebels 
Killed in Hungary? 


Reported 
By BBC 

* LONDON (CP) — The 
BBC radio broadcast a re¬ 
port yesterday that Hun¬ 
garian Communist authori 
ties last month executed 
150 teenagers for taking 
part in the 1956 anti-Com- 
munist uprising. 

The teenagers were reported 
to have been held in jail until 
they were 18 and old enough 
legally to be executed. 

The BBC broadcast a dis¬ 
patch from Douglas Stewart, 
Vienna correspondent, quoting 
what he called reliable reports 
filtering out of Hungary. 

The dispatch said that in ad¬ 
dition to the teenagers. 54 
adults had been executed as 
rebels during recent months. 

The Hungarian government 
has denied charges voiced In 
the United States that it was 
holding large numbers of 
youths until they resched the 
legal execution age. The regime 
claimed it had never tried or 
sentenced anyone under the 
age of 21. 

In Ottawa, Canadian officials 
said they have received no in¬ 
formation on the matter. Can¬ 
ada took a leading part in 
making demands in the UN. 
two months ago for an inquiry 
Into reports that the execu¬ 
tions were scheduled.

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Territorial Rights 


T> ESUMPTION of intern a t i o n a 1 
talks on the territorial limits at 
Geneva in March will return the con¬ 
feree* to the point where last year’s 
discussions broke down. There was 
no agreement then among nations 
represented at the conference on what 
ihould be accepted internationally as 
a nation’s right to territorial waters 
adjoining its coast; and a wide degree 
of disparity between the outer limits 
of the zones suggested. While many 
Other issues are involved, the 1959 
conference became stalled over the 
question of fishing rights. Canada 
took the middle position that exten¬ 
sion of territorial waters to the six- 
mile limit would be justified. 

As pointed out in an informative 
article by George Nicholson in these 
columas on Friday, if the signatory 
nations at the conference did agree 
on a six-mile limit, as a compromise 
between three and twelve miles vari¬ 
ously sponsored otherwise, that would 
have important consequences for 
Canada. Quite literally commercial 
fishing would redouble on the Pacific 
coast, and Canadian fishing fleets 
here would grow in size, importance 
and in the landed value of their 
annual catches. Unfortunately there 
has been little in the proceedings up 
to the present to suggest that agree¬ 
ment on territorial waters, and cor¬ 
related fishing rights, will be any 
nearer acceptance this year than it 
was last. Apart from national ijghts, 


the world’s fisheries are a key eco¬ 
nomic factor. 

Initially, a three-mile territorial 
zone was recognized by nearly all 
countries. During two wars that be¬ 
came unfeasible, and in the postwar 
period to a considerable extent vio¬ 
lated. Russia, some Latin American 
nations and some others began to set 
their own preferred zones; and these 
ranged from the extreme of 100 
miles offshore to the old. traditional 
three-mile limit. The fisheries tiff 
between Britain and Iceland arose 
from these divergences; while several 
other countries found themselves to 
be in disagreement on the subject. In 
suggesting the six-mile zone Canada 
followed a United States proposal, 
but for independent reasons; one of* 
which would have immediate eco¬ 
nomic aDplicatlon on this coast. 

What the conference aims at is 
to reach some internationally ac¬ 
cepted formula which will establish 
territorial limits for all purposes. 
Concurrence is needed for many 
reasons, including the preservation of 
peace between contiguous neighbors 
with a shared coastline. The fishing 
limits, secondary to the main purpose, 
happened to be the most contentious 
item at Geneva. Whether or not con¬ 
currence will come in a further at¬ 
tempt this spring remains to be seen. 
The need, however, is an economic 
one for Canada also. And decision 
on a six-mile zone would prove of 
great commercial importance on this 
coast. 


Parliamentary Salaries 


I N these days almost every group 
bids annually for a raise in pay 
so it is perhaps not surprising that 
MPs should seek an advance. They 
haven’t had a raise for some seven 
years. Salary is not the term for an 
MPs remuneration, it is indemnity; 
but for some members of the Com¬ 
mons this represents their sole in¬ 
come. 

Actually an MP’s remuneration 
consists of $8,000 per session plus an 
expense allowance of $2,000. On the 
face of It this does not seem too nig¬ 
gardly, but an MP has many calls on 
his purse by reason of this vocation 
and long attendance at Ottawa may 
require the maintenance of two 
homes, or at least places of living. 

In a plea for more money a mem¬ 
ber last week pointed out that ses¬ 
sions grow gradually longer and soon 
might become practically a year- 
round job. In some cases it will be 
that now, when constituent duties are 
added to attendance at the House. 
The point Is well made. also, that it 
is undesirable that MPs should be 
drawn only from those of independent 
mnns or with professional practices 
or businesses that earn them income. 


Attendance figures at the Com¬ 
mons do not suggest however that all 
MPs work as continuously as they 
would have to do if in private business 
or employment at home. Eastern 
members in particular with the 
Thursday-to-Tuosday weekend habit 
seem to put in only half the parlia¬ 
mentary time scheduled. Nor, one 
suspects, are the attendance rolls 
very closely checked. Some MPs 
would appear to be generously paid 
at present. 

Undoubtedly however there are 
others who suffer financial strain 
because of membership in the Com¬ 
mons. Probably they have a case for 
an increase in remuneration. It need 
not come about by a blanket increase 
in indemnity; another method of ad¬ 
justment could be effected. Members 
compelled hy distance and lack of 
means td the expense of living in 
Ottawa, during the session while 
maintaining homes elsewhere could 
be given an extra allowance if this 
works a hardship on them. Such an 
arrangement might involve some kind 
of means test, never palatable but 
better than being insufficiently paid. 


Dubious Experiment 


A N experiment with closed-circuit 
television which the Greater 
Victoria School Board proposes to 
make in S. J. Willis Junior High 
School is interesting; but is it neces¬ 
sary that local taxpayers should have 
to pay for it? The cost of installation 
is estimated at just under $20,000, 
which Is a lot of money to ask the 
taxpayers to put up for something 
that may or may not work There is 
doubt about the availability of a pro¬ 
vincial contribution; the provincial 
government sets its own formula for 
assistance with the operation of 
schools, and if the department disal¬ 
lowed this item the school board 
would have to pay the full price. 

The proposal, progressive as it 
may be, invites question as to why a 


school board should engage at local 
expense in experiments with new 
methods of instruction. The depart¬ 
ment of education is the arbiter of 
the curriculum and methods of in¬ 
struction for all public schools in the 
province, and if something new ap¬ 
pears worth experimenting with it 
would appear that the department 
should be the one to do it, and that 
school boards should be brought in 
only if the change proves successful. 

It is of course pleasing to see a 
school board manifesting some degree 
of independence and initiative, but a 
year in which the school budget for 
Greater Victoria is more than a mil¬ 
lion dollars higher than ever before 
may not be the time for adventures 
into a new field.

Wooing That Lazy Money 


W HEN our nationalized Bank of 
England, at the crack of the 
treasury whip, puts up the bank rate 
1 per cent — as it 
did on a cold Jan¬ 
uary Thursday — 
things start hap¬ 
pening. Broadly 
bank shares go up 
because in Britain 
the standard prac¬ 
tice is to charge 
1 per cent above 
bank rate for over¬ 
drafts and they will make more 
money for the same amount of work; 
and industrial shares go down be¬ 
cause usually they carry high over¬ 
drafts which will cost them more and 
eat into their profits. 

Conservative politicians tell us 
that it is a wholly beneficial move 
designed to stop us spending too 
much, to curb us investing on bor¬ 
rowed money, and generally to en¬ 
courage us to live Within our income. 
It does not mean, they say, that there 
is anything wrong with the health of 
the nation—merely a warning that 
unless we apply the brakes there may 
be another dose of inflation around 
the corner.

‘Protected Gouging 

On Jan. 28. in a case pressed by the College of Dental 
Surgeons, a Victoria dental technician was lined for 
making and delivering dental plates directly to a “patient,” 
the “patient” being a private Investigator, presumably 
employed and paid by the College of Dental Surgeons. 
There was. apparently, no suggestion that the plates were 
not in everf way satisfactory. 

This action, in defending a monopoly, was no doubt 
perfectly proper, but it does call attention to the effect 
of that monopoly on those who foot the bill for dentures. 
The public, and in particular that section of it well along 
In years and therefore more likely to need, while less 
likely to be ‘able to pay unduly high price* for. such 
services, will'note the prices quoted. 

The College of Dental Surgeons \is supported by the 
dental profession, which obtains its revenues from the 
public. The next time your readers are called upon to 
pay the current price for dental plates, from $150 to $200 
per set, they might reflect upon the fact that part of 
what they pay is used to prevent them from getting the 
same service directly from the dental technician, who 
made them for the dentist, at the price the technician 
charges. $20 to $30. 

It would be hard to find a more striking instance of 
“gouging the public” under legal protection. Public 
opinion eventually forces the rectification of such obvious 
Injustices, and dentists as a body would be wise to take 
a good hard look at the facts before their existing 
privileges are drastically curtailed.

VANCOUVER—Victoria 
golf club representatives 
dropped a bombshell at the 
annual general meeting of 
the B.C. Golf Association at 
Vancouver Friday night 
when they threatened to 
quit the BCGA if a plan to 
exclude Victoria from 
major B.C. tournaments 
was adopted.

"It has been omitted by mis¬ 
take,” said Ernie Palmer of 
Vancouver, chairman of the 
tournament committee. "But 
It will be played at Vancouver 
Golf and Country Club In 
July.” 

Pellow said it was Vanrou 
ver Island's turn for the B.C. 


championship this year and 
asked that Uplands should be 
selected. 

‘The B.C association has 
decided4n the future that no 
major golf tournament* will 
be held outside zone two ( Van¬ 
couver said Palmer. 

Don Ross, president of Royal 
Coiwood. rose in indignation. 
"If this is so, I shall recom ■ 
mend my club to withdraw 
immediately from the B.C. 
association." 

Pellow said he would recom 
mend that Victoria clubs as 
a whole should break away 
from the BCGA and set up 
their own organization if this 
was to happen. 

John Carlow, president of 
the B.C. association and also 
president of Gorge Vale, said 
he knew of no decision by the 
BCGA directors to exclude 
areas outside Vancouver from 
major B.C. events. 

Whbn Palmer persisted that 


such a decision had been made., 
secretary Allan Campbell said 
he did not have the minutes 
available but could not recall 
such a motion being placed 
before the directors. 

Les Wagner, Capilano rep- 
lesentative. said it would be 
deplorable if. after all these 
years, the BCGA should be 
broken up by what he called 
■ i ridiculous situation " 

A Vancouver Golf and Coun 
try Club representative added 
fuel to the opposition fire 
when he said his club had not 
been consulted about handling 
this year's B.C. amateur. 

Opposition was so strong 
that Palmer admitted he might 
be mistaken and president 
Carlow assured members that 
major tournaments would con¬ 
tinue to be shared by member 
clubs not only in Vancouver 
and Victoria, hut in other parts 
of the province where 
possible.

Gord Fashoway Scores Three Goals 
As Cougars Trim Stampeders, 4-1 


Bronco Horvath scored his 32nd and 33rd goals 
of the season yesterday afternoon, getting help on both 
from leftwinger Johnny Bucyk and on ope from right¬ 
winger Vic Stasiuk, as Boston Bruins outscofed Detroit 
Red Wings, 3-2. 

It was only a continuation of the fine play of the so- 
called "Uke Line” but it was another bitter pill for the Wings, 
who once owned the trio which is now one of the top three 
or .four lines in hockeyand now have only Warren Godfrey 
to ahow for their poor evaluation of talent. 

As for the Bruins, it is doubtful if any club in hockey 
ever picked up three players of such calibre for less. The 
hockey careers of Horvath. Bucyk and Stasiuk, as a matter 
of fact, have quite a number of NHL managers, coaches and 
scouts looking back with embarrassment. 

Stasiuk was the first to get to Boston, arriving in 1955 
after being passed on by both Chicago Black Hawks and the 
Wings. The Haw-ks sent him to Detroit along with Bert 
Olmstead to get Lee Fogolin and Steve Black in what must 
rank as one of the worst hockey trades ever. Then the Wings 
wrapped up Stasiuk. Terry Sawchuk, Marcel Bonin and 
Lome Davis and shipped them to Boston for Warren Godfrey, 
Real Chevrefils. Gllles Boisvert and Norm Corcoran In another 
monumental blunder. 

Two years later. Bucyk and Horvath Joined Staaiuk In 
Boston—and they came Just as cheaply. 

Horvath kicked around In the minor leagues for six 
seasons and could have been acquired by any NHL club for 
a reasonable outlay at any time But it wasn't until he set 
a WHL record of 50 goals and 60. assists at Edmonton in 
the 1954-55 season that he got his chance. Thst performance 
didn’t impress the Wings, however, as they allowed the 
Rangers to pick him up for the draft price. 

* * *. 

Horvath lingered with the Rangers only one season, then 
was drafted hy Montreal Canadlens not to play with the 
NHL champions but to help out their American Hockey 
League club at Rochester. It was from Rochester that the 
Bruins grabbed him for the waiver price. 

Then the Bruins completed their successful bargain-hunt 
!ng by trading Sawchuk. who had left the club and was of 
no use to them in any event, back to Detroit for Bucyk plus 
a bundle of cash, perhaps enough to cover the draft price for 
Horvath. 

To get their top line together, the Bruins sacrificed only 
Godfrey. Chevrefils. Boisvert and Corcoran and. perhaps, 
a small sum of cash. Of the players, only Godfrey, a solid 
Journeyman defenceman, wss any kind of a loss. Chevrefils 
and Corcoran did nothing for the Wings worth mention and 
Boisvert has yet to make the. NHL, and probably won’t as a 
regular. 

There could have been a .bit of luck attached to the 
acquisition of the Ukes hut It has to rate as one of the 
smartest series of deals every made by an NHL club or. If 
you look at It from a Detroit viewpoint, ondjof the dumbest. 
The Wings, to, add to their embarrassment, also tossed In 
Bonin, now s useful performer indeed with Canadiens. In 
managing to lose four stars for one. 

Perhops It was because neither player looked too good 
Individually. But they were together at Edmonton for the 
first 11 games of the 1954-55 season and in seoring 19 goals 
and totalling 27 assists, the Ukes either scored or set up 25 
of Edmonton’s first 42 goals. They weren’t together atfain 
until the 1957 58 season but once reunited, they clicked 
•gain. In the less than three seasons they have "been together 
at Boston, they have 208 goals and 293 assists and with 65 
goals and 93 assists this season, are the highest-scoring 
combination in the NHL.

Marigold’s No Scot 


By M. V. CUES NUT, KRHS 

SCOTCH MARIGOLD i D.McD., 
Victoria! — The reason why you 
couldn't find the Scotch Marigold in 
any of'your seed catalogues is be¬ 
cause this Ls a nickname, and not a 
very good one. as the plant is neither 
a true marigold nor a native of Scot¬ 
land. It is a member of the daisy 
family and comes from southern 
Europe. 

Ita true name la Calendula 
officinalis, and it will be 50 listed in 
your catalogues. The name Calen¬ 
dula comes from “calendar." and 
stems from the fact that the plant 
may be had in bloom every month of 
the year in mild climates. The term 
officinalis tells us that the flowers 
were at ode time used in medicine 
or cookery. The petals of the Scotch 
Marigold really do impart a saffron¬ 
like flavor to soups and stew's. 

BUGGY VIOLETS (G.A.L., Vic¬ 
toria *—Greenfly or other hugs on 
your African violets are not easily 
killed by spraying, as it is difficult to 
get the spray to penetrate through 
the hairs of the leaf, wetting all parts 
thoroughly. A much better bet is to 
dunk the whole plant completely, pot 
and all, in a bucket of insecticide 

Mix two teaspoon fu Is of Ma- 
lathion into four quarts of lukewarm 


and ^slightly soapy water real soap, 
not a detergent. Slip a pad of wet 
newspapers under the leaves to hold 
the soil in. and submerge the whole 
w orks — plant, pot and soil — and 
swish it around a bit. Set the pot 
on the drainboard to drain thor¬ 
oughly before putting it back in Us 
saucer, and keep the plant out of 
bright light until the leaves have 
1 dried. 

Lots of folks believe that African 
violet foliage should never be wetted, 
which is untrue. Solid drops of cold 
water would mark the leaves badly, 
but a complete dunking like this is 
.harmless. 

SEED SOWING MIXTURE (J. 

H.B., Maple Bay l Some of the soil 
mixtures recommended for starting 
seeds are as complicated as a Bos¬ 
tonian’s recipe for clam chowder, but 
it is pretty hard to beat the simple 
formula worked out by the John 
Innes Horticultural Institute in. Eng¬ 
land. where a great deal of research 
has been done on this problem. 

Their seed-sowing mixture is 
known as J.I. No. 1, and to make four 
bushels of it, you sift two bushels 
of good fibrous loam and one bushel 
of peat moss through a one-eighth- 
inch sieve, then add one bushel of 
coarse sand. Sprinkle six ounces of 
superphosphate over the sand, add 


three ounces of chalk-pulverized 
chalk will do -and stir it in with a 
hand trowel before adding the sand 
to the loam and peat. Mix the whole 
thoroughly. 

It isn’t easy to come by just the 
right grade of sand, which should be 
rather coarse and with irregularly 
shaped particles. Builder's sand is 
usually too fine, making a mixture 
which cakes and cracks when 
watered. Some seashore sand is too 
salty, but if you can find clean, 
coarse sand w r ell above the high- 
water mark on the beach, it should • 
serve admirably. . 

LAVENDER CoirtON <P.J.O’N., 
Victoria! The plant I with ferny, 
silvery foliage which you noticedfm 
Butcharts Gardens is Santolina, 
commonly called Lavender Cotton. 
This is a most attractive subject, 
growing into a small bush some two 
feet tall and 114 feet across, and it 
can be used as a specimen plant in 
the mixed border, or as an interesting 
and unique low hedge. 

The flowers are not very attrac¬ 
tive, as they are small, button-shaped, 
and a rather poor greenish-yellow 
color. For this reason. I don’t per¬ 
mit my plants to bloom, hut shear 
them hark hard every year In early 
spring. Cuttings of Santolina will 
root as easily as mint.

Major airlines must provide j 
much of the momentum needed 
for an all-out successful cam 
paign for runway extensions 
at Patricia Bay airport, a Vic¬ 
toria Chamber of Commerce 
official said yesterday. 

Chamber secretary manager 
John Copplnger said that his 
organization is maintaining ”a

Her father, Francis Cos- 
grave, was a member of the 
six-man jury at Riel’s trial and 
often told his family he was 
the only one of the jurors 
opposed to condemning Riel 
to death. 

Riel was convicted of trea¬ 
son and executed in 1885 after 
leading uprisings on the 
prairies. Mrs. Sivell says her 
father had considerable sym¬ 
pathy for the Metis leader and 
regarded the death sentence 
as a great injustice. 

The 86-year-old woman now 
lives in ret i rement here. A 
book of 34 of her poems, 
“Voices from the Range.” pub¬ 
lished almost 50 years ago, 
will be printed again this year, 
she said. 

Mrs. Sivell was one of eight 
children brought to Western 
Canada In 1881 by her farmer- 
father from Dublin. The fam¬ 
ily settled on land near White- 
wood, Sask., where they grew 
grain and raised livestock. She 
recalls she was able to buy 
two stallions with money 1 
earned from her book.

Or. some ask. has society* 
the inoral right to shy away 
from taking the life of some 
one who has intentionally 
taken the life of another? 

The House of Commons de 
bate and vote may be "free." 

That is. the political parses 
would take no formal stand 
and each member would be 
at liberty to speak his piece 
and vote as he likes.

The recent world trend has 
been away from caplthl pun 
tahment. 

Reflecting, no doubt, the

Statistics, however, don’t 
seem to bear out the conten¬ 
tion that the threat of execo-i 
tion will deter a person from 
murder. 

Take the case of neighbor¬ 
ing and comparable Michigan 
and Illinois. The Michigan 
rate (no death penalty) was 
3.1 and the Illinois rate (execu¬ 
tions) was 4.0. 

But the capital punishment 
Issue in Canada Is not likely 
to be decided chiefly on the 
practical level -"Does It work 
as a deterrent to crime?" 

It is more likely that It will 
be determined on the basis 
of "Is it morally right?” • 

Most observers think the 
majority on Parliament Hill 
take the side of Rabbi Maurice 
Eiscndrath president of the 
influential Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations: 

‘There Is no crime which 
gives society the warrant to 
commit the most cold-blooded 
of murders, which is what the 
death penalty is.”

Casals first wife is also 
deceased. 

Beecham, the famed con 


ductor of London's Royal Phil¬ 
harmonic Orchestra, is the 
newlywed of the group, hav¬ 
ing married In Zurich last 
August. 

Manager of the Royal Phil¬ 
harmonic. Mrs. Beecham had 
been associated with the 
peppery and outspoken Sir 
Thomas for nine years. 

“In July. 1959." said Sir 
Thomas. T realized there was 
something closer and a bit 
more personalized in our 
friendship. That s why I de¬ 
cided to see her parents.”

‘Hot’ Watches Checked 

Following a winding trail in Amsterdam, The 
Netherlands, investigators with geiger counters go 
from outdoor stands (top) to plush jewelry stores 
(bottom) to seek out and confiscate dangerous 
watches and clocks. Search began after an alarm 
that certain internationally-marketed timepieces 
contained radioactive elements that could be in¬

‘Khrushchev May Be Tough’ 


U.S. Already Belittling May Summit Parley 


By STL’ART HENSLEY 

WASHINGTON <UPI) — 
The Eisenhower administra¬ 
tion hai begun to prepare 
public opinion for possible 
lailure of the spring summit 
conference to prodyce any 
real East West agreement on 
major cold war issues. 

Qualified authorities said 
yesterday the next few weeks 


can be expected to bring re¬ 
peated warnings from high 
officials against expecting too 
much, if anything, from the 
May 16 session with Soviet 
Pretpier Nikita Khrushchev 
in Paris. » 

This campaign to forestall 
soaring expectations has both 
international and domestic 
political implications. 


Officials fear a severe psy. 
chological reaction around the 
world if too much is expected 
and the meeting then fails 
to produce hoped-for solutions 
or progress on some of the 
major problems—Berlin, Ger¬ 
many, disarmament. 

Administration leaders re¬ 
alize, too, that such a reaction. 
In addition to increasing glob¬ 


al tension, might well have a 
bad effect in the United State* 
on the political fortunes of the 
Republican party. •‘Peace’* is 
one of the two big guns in the 
1960 GOP campaign arsenal— 
the other being "prosperity." 

Assistant secretary of state 
Andrew H. Berding on Friday 
fired what was considered the 
opening round in the admini¬ 


stration’s strategy to down¬ 
grade results of the conference. 
He said in a speech to the 
women's forum on national se¬ 
curity that the United States 
would not enter the meeting 
"with great expectations" al¬ 
though the session "should be 
valuable in probing Soviet in¬ 
tentions and attitudes." 

Top administration officials 


now’ are virtually convinced 
that Khrushchev will arrive in 
Paris in a tough frame of 
mind. They expect him, on the 
basis of latest indications from 
the Kremlin, to renew his de¬ 
mand for an immediate peace 
treaty with divided Germany 
on his own terms. They also 
expect him to serve notice that 


the truce in the Berlin crisis 

is over. 

However, they expect no 
real breakdown in East-West 
relations immediately after 
the meeting. Eisenhower is 
scheduled to pay a 10-day visit 
to Khrushchev in Russia 
during June and the assump¬

The dispatch said that in ad¬ 
dition to the teenagers, 54 
adults had been executed as 
rebels during recent months. 

The British Foreign office re¬ 
fused to comment on the re¬ 
port. but some authoritative 
sources regarded it as well 
founded. 

The Hungarian government 
has denied charges voiced in 
the United States that it was 
holding large numbers of 
youths until they reached the 
legal execution age. The regime 
claimed It had never tried 
sentenced anyone under the 
age of 21.

We had to go to another hotel, the Metropole.

And the girt ip the Ukraine Hotel frankly did 
not believe me whrn I explained that we wanted 
reservations in the hotel Astoria m Leningrad 
but no reservations on the train. 

"But everyone goes on the trafcr” she said. 

A remarkable aspect of train travel is that 
people are booked into compartments hap¬ 
hazardly and it quite often happens that you find 
yourself sharing a compartment with a husband 
or wife who b not your own. 

Once on the main road we made fairly good 
time, but getting out of the city onto that road 
was the worst problem There, were no signposts 
and no maps Graham had memorized The route 
from a truck driver's advice and after a few 
wrong turns we settled in to our usual routine 
of driving each for two hours. We could have 
stopped at Novgorod for the night there was a 
hotel there — but we decided to press on and 
avoid t7»e trouble of a one-night visit. 

The road waj washed away in three places 
and the very rickety, temporary bridges deep in 
mud could have Mopped us altogether, but we 
finally got through all right. 

We crossed the Volga It was very wide and 
marshy at that point and the song of the Volga 
boatman then came to mean something real. 
From the paintings in the Tretyakov Gallery 
came the vivid p cture* of men. pitifully thin and 
dressed in rags, dragging barges lik** beasts of 
burden; such were the men who pulled against 
the current of the Volga, singing the song to keep 
their steps together and ease the strain of the 
ropes around their cnest.s. 

Night driving would have been amusing if 
It had not been sn dangerous Trucks did not dip 
their headlight* but turned them out altogether. 
Sometimes they had side light* sometimr* they 
did not Sometimes the side lights were set on 
the side of the vehicle and sometimes right in ^ 
ttye middle, so one had no .way of knowing its 
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* width. And when a truck approached us with 

red lights on the front we simply gave up 
worrying — a stunning exhibit of tree enterprise 
and individuality where everything is controlled 
by the state! 

On one occasion we were aghast to find our¬ 
selves in the midst of a grojp of young people 
singing and dancing to an accord.on. The lights 
of a village were nearby' but the people were 
completely invisible to us until we were light

EVEN AT NIGHT Leningrad looked quite 
different from Moscow, and the slight lady with 
neat grey hair»at the reception desk, who spoke 
French and German fluently, was typical of her 
city which had been cosmopolitan and elegant 
many years ago. We had a full dinner that night 
and were able to see the end of a very favrparty 
which 15 people had enjoyed at the table next 
to ours. They were laughing, singing, reciting 
and emptying the last bottles. Russian life in 
general looked so drab that it was always a tonic 
to see people enjoying themselves 

The hotel had an old-fashioned elegance about 
it and the signs In French reminded one of the 
time when Russia was not a country of mystery 
behind an iron curtain, but open to travellers. 
We had a privste bathroom with running water 

in fact constant runniqg water until we made 
a repair with a piece of string. Two quaint 
customs • ip the hotels were that the beds are 
not made aa we make ours. They fold the top 
sheet and blankets'on top of the mattress w ith¬ 
out tucking them in. And the basins have no 
plug*. 

St Petersburg. “ a window to Europe.’ was 
founded by Peter the Great because he knew 
from his visits to Europe how backward Russia 
was and the only way to make contact with the 
west was by building a port, and building ships 
and organizing' trade Surrounded by hostile 
Swedes. Poles arid Turk*, the only means of com¬ 
munication left "?ras the sea. 

In 1G97 Peter lived incognito in Holland for 
a wiuie—-studying shipbuilding at Zaandam and 
later at Amsterdam. But everything interested 
him and he visited factories, galleries and 
surgeries and arranged for 1.000 technicians to 
go to Russia to teach his people. He also went 
to England, in 1G98. and inspected Parliament, 
the law courts, museums, but chiefly the ship¬ 
yards at Deptford. Woolwich and Chatham occu¬ 
pied his time. (The maruuon which William III 
provided for Peter and his jesters, dwarfs and 
di Inking companions was left In such a mass 
that .Sir Christopher Wren estimated that £350 
would be required to repair it!) 

But while he was away, trouble was brewing 
in Moscow and when he heard of the plot to 
murder him and reinstate Sophia, his half-sister, 
he returned with terrible retribution planned. 
Sophia was sent to a nunnery, as was Peter's 
w ile. Eudoxia. The Streltsy t palace guards • who 
were the plotters were publicly tortured and 
finally executed. But it took months, because 
Peter decided to rkt himself of all opposition and 
hr left the headless corpses on the Kremlin walla 
for the whole winter as a reminder to any others 
who might plan to* overthrow him. Thousands 
died in that one purge 

OVERLOOKING THE NEVA Is the famous 

statue of him. the Bronze Horseman. Nowadays 
the Russians seem to regard Peter with affection 
and they have forgotten his excesses and cruel¬ 
ties. He worked himself every bit as hard as be 
drove the serfs and he died as a result of saving 
several people in a shipwreck In the White Sea 
where he was overseeing thousands of peasants 
in the construction of a canal from Lake Ladoga 
to tidewater. 

St. Isaac s Cathedral towers over the flat city 
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of Leningrad and the great gold dome can b 
seen from miles away. The cathedral is 100 yean 
old. and the large murals inside originally painted 
in oil are being painstakingly copied in exad 
• detail in mosaic. In this same cathedral we saw 
the only anti religious display of our w hole trip 
Suspended from the great iieight of the dotm 
was a Foucault pendulum which swung back and 
fo-th. It passed over two segments of a circh 
set in .the floor which had fine line* drawn on 
them, and as the pendulum swung back and ford 
over these Unes it demonstrated .to those that 
understand such things) that the earth rotated 
And thanks to A diagram and explanation of tht 
pendulum we werf given to understand that tht 
laws of physics operate even inside a church, 
In that one building the government was restor¬ 
ing the church at great expense on. the one hand, 
and crudely attempting to destroy its teaching 
on the other. The stone work and carvings were 
very colorful and the guide told us among other 
things tftat if the w'hole building had been made 
of solid silver the cost would have been the same. 

By walking along the bank of the Neva, past 
the statue of the Bronze Horseman one comes 
upon the Winter Palace It was built by Oath- 
erine the Great and now houses , he most fabulous 
art collection in aM Russia. History at its blood¬ 
iest has been acted out in the great square in 
front of the palace and beside the statue erected 
by Alexander I to celebrate his victory over 
Napoleon. On Sunday. January 22. 1905. a hugs 
nowd of labor unionists assembled to petition 
Nicholas for reform. They were -unarmed. 
They’ just wanted to state their case to him. But 
guards rode them down with their curved 
•words, leaving hundreds dead and dying in the 
snow. This was the usual way of dealing with 
strikes. Twelve years xater on the same ground 
the Winter Palace was stormed again, but this 
time the revolutionaries were armed, and the 
cruiser “Aurora opened fire from the river. The 
Palace feu and the revolution had begun. 

^ WT for the new buildings going U|f In 
the southwestern part of the city it is hard to 
see now tpe evidence of grim war. For 29 months 
the city was encircled by guns and their only 
meagre supplies came over the ice of Lako 
Ladoga in winter, and by boat in summer, and 
some by air. But never enough. Although deci¬ 
mated by starvation they fought on. 1 

The Pulkova Observatory had been totally 
destr oyed and the hill on which it is situated had 
been bitterly defended at great cost, beci use If 
the hill had been taken the enemy guns would 
have had the eity within range.

Victoria and Gulf Island# Are *Banana Bell* 


By W. D. KEITH 


ITlCTORIA, the Gulf Islands and a narrow strip 
’ extending up the east coast of Vancouver 
Island to about Qua lieu in, enjoy a unique climate 
all their own—desert by comparison with the rainy 
land over the mountains to the west-roast. South¬ 
eastern Vancouver Island, the “banana belt" of tho 
weather critic’* conversation, averages about SO 
laches of precipitation a year. 

A fo* air miles from the 


Capital City, rainfall averages 
Wap to 70 Inches or more. Hen- 
darson Lake, onetime site of 
• fish hatchery, about 30 miles 
south* est of Port Albei ni, has 
recorded 300 inches in one 
year—almost an inch a day. 
A lumber town on a north¬ 
western inlet of Vancouver Is¬ 
land registered 90 inches from 
November to Apiil. A valley 
City, accustomed to a 70-inch 
average, has been drenched by 
ait annual total of 84 inches. 
Over 30 inches of tain fell dur¬ 
ing one wet November in the 
same valley.

Around the house, earth ts 
sodden and boggy. Underfoot, 
a tuft of grass gushes water 
like a squeezed sponge. Every 
needle of every tree drips 
monotonously.

In the field it forms 
clear pools in grassy hollows, 
the grass bleached and lifeless. 
The pools overflow to a roar¬ 
ing. whitecapped creek. 

In the creek, its crystal bril¬ 
liance has been stained to a 
dull murk as its power rum¬ 
bles boulders in its bed and 
ecours its banks In a furious.

Walking, in the normal 
sense, is impossible through 
west coast salai and huckle¬ 
berry- Average stems are fin¬ 
ger thick, occasionally swell 
ing to wrist size, out here and 
there exuberant specimens 
have been found on stems ovei 
four inches in diameter. 

Conjure up a mental picture 
of battling through bare bed 
springs, laced with baling wire.

On its credit side, evergreen 
huckleberry is gathered lor 
sale to florists across the con¬ 
tinent. As a complement to 
tender blooms, its small, glossy- 
green leaves give no hint of its 
true nature in its natural 
habitat. 

In other w f et locations, where 
conditions do not favor salal 
and huckleberry, salmonberiy 
and devil's club take over. 

Though not as difficult to 
scramble through, the salmon 
berry presents a troublesome 
barrier. Somewhat like a rasp 
berry in appearance, salmon- 
berry yields bright yellow or 
orange red fruit w'hich is deli¬ 
cious to eat--but no compen¬ 
sation for its obstructive na¬ 
ture or the myriads of tiny 
thorns ready to pierce an un 
wary hand. 

Devil's club. hotamcsMy 
named fatsia horiida — both 
names are factual and apt—It 
is * devilish and horrible plant. 
The sylvan counterpart of an 
octopus, its multiple, tentacle 
like, branchless stems start 
from a common base and they 


and the broad leaves bristle 
with poisonous, brittle, needle- 
sharp spines. ^Only its pale, 
unattractive flowers and scar¬ 
let. bead-like berries are un¬ 
armed. Yet. despite its unhos- 
pitable structure above ground- 
level, the root of devil's club 
has medicinal value and is 
harvested in limited quantity 
for That purpose. 

Where Pacific air strikes 
directly on the land, west 
coast humidities are seldom 
low for many hours with ex 
ceptions proven by the abnor¬ 
mally dry- summer of 1958. 
Lacking rain, sea fogs drench 
coastal areas almost daily, 1 
maintaining a continual damp¬ 
ness. In addition to jungle 
growth, many other conditions 
exist peculiar to a rain forest. 
Decay goes on continuously. 
Decay begins eyen before a 
forest giant dies on its feet. 
Lifeless outer bark begins to 
disintegrate decades before in¬ 
ner maturity. When dead, sap- 
wood of non resistant woods 
such as hemlock and balsam 
is reduced to a mushy pulp 
within months the heart wood 
sodden and waiting its turn. 
Insects, fungi and bacteria run 
riot in a natural haven, reduc¬ 
ing all. from tree trunk to 
smallest leaf, to mouldering 
humus. 

On the banks of the Spruce 
River, near Holberg, not far 
from the northern tip of Van¬ 
couver Island, a timber' 
cruiser, leaping from windfall 
to windfall, sank to his knees 
in* the spongy remains of a 


foui foot thick hemlock trunk, 
evidence of the destructive 
power of a mild climate and 
dampness. 

Here and there in the rain 
belt, a saw shorn stump ex¬ 
hibits a sap ring healed over , 
with scar tissue and roots 
stil! living while the heart- 
woiidjhas blackened and hosts 
a myriad of parasite life. 
Anywhere hut irt the 'rain 
forest, the stump of an ever¬ 
green. once severed from its 
l«-.»fy mast, dies with inevi¬ 
table surety* 

Their ever-moist surfaces 
converted to soil, many wtrd- 
^ fall logs support a ~ow of 
youthful hemlocks. Countless 
snuggled stumps sport a _x*dar 
rootisJ on top. the roots of 
their guest gripping them in 
a crushing, down reaching em¬ 
brace. while gaining s“-urs 
anchoiage in earth below. 

Every depression,' large or 
small, that will hold mo's’ure 
and a few grains or hundreds 
of »ons of black oo/.y sludge, 
becomes a swamp, miniature 
or full scale, usually popu¬ 
lated by ferns, fleshy and 
lush. 

Dripping rock bluffs are 
caipeted and tapestried with 
lichen and moss here deeper 
than the most luxurious tug, 
there thin enough to be a 
mere smear of pigment 

Where conditions are right, 
almost every tree is hoary 
and grey-green, festooned 
with wisps of "old mana 
beard" giving a false tmpies- 
sion of infirmity, camouflage

1 and 3 Squadrons, and in¬ 
cluding such notable young officers as “Sailor" 
Nalan Broadhqrst and Beamish. 

They were all aces They had an average of 
15 kills." Stu recalls. They set a magnificent 
example. 

It was while he was flying out of Mansion 
that the German war vessels - Schamhorat. Gneta- 
nau and Print Eugen -made ’heir dash up tho 
English Channel and the RAF* gallant Swordfish 
squadron made its abortive and costly attack. 
Not one airtxkai survived 

“But Tony he was driving motor torpedo- 
boats then hit the Pnn* Eugen with a torpedo." 
Stu remembers. I ^ 

Tony, working out of Dover then, is Stu s 
younger brother. As Commander Anthony Law, 
RCN he is as well known for his painting as for 
his wartime exploits 

-He took me out on a ‘scramble’ one night. 
Stu said. "His gunner didn't show up and he 
was short handed So I stood behind tho gun- 
ahiekf of the twin 25* and we went roaring out 
Into the night 

Tony yelled that I shouldn't shoot unless I 
had to. because it would give our position away 
and spoil a torp*d° run. This was quite an 
experience. In the Hurricane, shout eight or 10 
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, . the laiftwa/fe didn't like 
him. 
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seconds was the length of the average engage 
mem. But nere we were three hours going out. 
about 30 minutes in action, and three hours back. 
It seemed pretty slow. Bui 1 was confident and 
unworried behind the gun screen. 

•When I told Tony that, he laughed. U seems 
the shield was made of plywood and woukin* 
stop a 22 bullet. 

* * * 

THE PILOT flew dawn and dusk patroio 
during this period so he could lend brother Tony 
a hand in case of trouble One day it was Arnold 
Footer, another Canadian officer, whose MTB 
broke down close to the French coast. 

-I found him." Stu said “And just in time. 
It was just dawn, and some MElOBs had alieady 
spotted Foster. But when they saw us- there 
were two Hurricanes up a hey beetled off. 

"They were probably green pilots or they 
would have taken us. 

Foster got his boat going eventually and we 
saw him safely home We were very good friends 
afterwards.’' 

It was during a patrol with a sea convoy that 
Stu had his first narrow escape. 

“It was s ha/y, sunny day. and we were flying 
at about 1.500 feet, when one of our pilots came 
up underneath me. I suppose he was blinded 
momentarily by the sun His wing sliced along 
my fuselage and lore out my radiator. Of course 
he lost a piece of his wing and spun In. They 
never found him. I don't suppose he had time 
to hail out at that height. 

T got hack all right." 

For two years the young officer continued to 
fly his missions out of Ms ns ton— and then there 
was a diversion. "Very husn-hush." he said. 

T was in charge of 24 pilots, with sealed 
orders, not to be opened until we were at sea ia a 
10.000-ton freighter whose holds held nothing 
but 32 Spitfires. We were bound 'or Malta, with 
a destroyer, a corvette and eight MLs motor 
launches) for company 

“At Gibraltar they loaded our Spitfires aboard 
HMS Eagle, an old aircraft carrier, and gave us 
five rounds of cannon ammunition for each of 


two guns, and 100 rounds for each of two machine f 
guns. And all the cigireta we wanted That'e 
all we carried, No No food. But they 

gave us an extra belly lank of petroL 

“We were 790 miles out of Malta when w# 
took off from the Eagle. It was the first time 
I d ever done this. 

"We flew in formation but we Were very 
vulnerable. The belly tank slowed us up and > 
made it dittiewlt to manoeuvre. 

"When the Junkers 88a spotted us. we couldn't 
do much about H. We couldn't go back to the 
Eagle, because wo had no hooks for landing. W« 
couldn’t drop our belly tanks., or we wouldn’t be 
able to rearh Malta We *Just hid to make the 
best of things. 

They shot down four hi us " 

Then they got dose enbugh to Malta to drop 
their extra tanks, and the *U88s made a hurried 
exit 

They landed at three airstrips, were refuelled 
and ammunitioned immediately, and relief pilots 
took off to intercept the raiders, who were coming 
in to shoot up the airdrome. 

‘ There were plenty of pilots," Stu said. "But 
when we arrived there were one Beaufighter. two 
Hurricanes and three Spitfires in Malta’s entire 
air force. They bombed the place constantly. 

* * * * 

T HAD KNOWN George Beurling at Cartier* 
ville, Que., when we were learning to fly. and at 
Malta I ran into him again. He was an extraordiw 
ary marksman. He ,used to exercise his eyes by 
spotting flies on the mess walls and ceiling, and 
his head was constantly moving from side to 
side We called him *Screwball ’ 

"But he was anything but that. In the air 
he was formidable He wasn't a good man to fly # 
with bemuse he’d go off on his own all of a 
sudden. But h< shot down 32 aircraft*’’ r 

Stu Law had been trained as a night pilot and 
he was needed m England more than he was in 
Malta. So back he went, with top priority. He 
wasn't sorry to leave Malta. 

“We lived just like animals. We had no mesa. 
They gave us a frying pan and some bacon and 
told us to go out and cook our breakfast. We 
slept in the rubble of bombed Valetta, or in caves. 
And they bombed us all the time. 

“When we took off after them, the Italians 
would generally turn back but the Germans 
pressed home their attacks very effectively." 

London was being very heavily bombed in that 
summer of 1942 wh* n Stu Law came back from 
Malta. 

He was flying his beloved Hurricane again, 
and the British pitots were trying every trick in 
the book to intercept the night bombers. 

"We tried the A1 -a radar set reolly -and I 
got two probable* with that. 

'We tried fly mg searchlights, with a Boston 
carrying a JHXOttKa tlepower light and flanked 
by two tighten. It was useless , • 

"We were fighting in daylight as well and 
lost the CO and four others in a raid over 
Le Havre. 

"Eight MEUMft came after me and I was hit 
by flak. It tore all the canvas off my rudder and 
fuselage." 

That wasn't all .Stu was hit in the arm and 
knee, he bad three <«rmor piepcing bullets in his 
engine. 18 bullet holes in the body and wings, 
three cannon hits ae«> 105 flak holes. But he flew 
his riddled aircraft hack to base. 

T w**nt tnto hospital and there, sure enough, 
was Screwball Bruiting. He'd broken his leg 
at Gib.” 

Beurling survived the war, only to die in an 
air accident near Rome. Italy

He was in Beauflghters next, flying by radar * 
over the Dutch coast and shooting up anything 
that moved. On his way back to base one of # 
the engine" quit, and over.Jhe English coast the 
Second motor, failed. 

“All I could see below rae when I came down 
Was a long senes of tank traps. I skipped over 
them and. finally, had a choice of a tree or a 
house to collide with. I chose the tree I was eftt 
up a bit and unconscious when they pulled me out. 

“Some tank people gave me a drink and the 
Colonel took me to lunch and they sent me to an 
American airdrome to be flown back to base.” 

Drinks «nd a hot meal! That was the classic 
treatment for pranged airmen in those days, and 
then a hurried trip back to the base, and into 
the air again. ^ 

Flying a Defiant on another occasion. Stu was 
hit by flak and lost his undercarriage over the 
aoast of France, lie came in to make ^ normal 
landing unaware he had no wheels. He cart¬ 
wheeled five times, end over end. down the run¬ 
way. «. V 

“I wasn't hurt a bit. although they took 
to hospital for a check.” r ^ 

During this period Stu Was personal pilot to 
I Air Vice Marshal Tate and ^ir Commodore Addi¬ 
son. The reason they liked him, Stu believes, is 
that he flew on instruments and could take off in 
a fog. 

“I was always on call and it gave me a certain 

prestige Thev always paid my bar bill when we 
wore on four and they’d get me out of trouble if 
I happened to do something silly." 

When 100 Group went into Mosquitoes, they 
lost M officers and 42 aircraft in six months. 

Thev made long and dangerous forays, blasting 
Uirr; installations with their four cannon and 
four machine guns, and dropping light bombs. 

•The .Jerries were pretty disturbed by these 
M»rhes We were doing them a lot of damage. 

They liad studied our system of operation very 
thoroughly and they tried every trick they knew 
to catch us ” he remenjbers. 

••One night, coming home. I called the base 
to ask lot a course. Somebody came up and told 
me to flv degrees. 1 thought this was odd 
and I called back and asked. ‘Who am IT* 

- *p a |e green four-zero.* was the reply. That 
was my code name, all right. But I wasn’t 
satisfied The course was wrong.

•“Shorty’ That was right, too. Tm five foot 

five. 

“And then England came up and told me to 
\ disregard this nonsense and gave me a true course 
for Horn* The Jerries had tried to trick me into 
fl>ing into one of their formations. They knew 
I had briefed my squadron on some of their 
trte-ks and they were angry with me." 

They would pull a dummy aircraft on a wire 
with a winch, across an. airstrip, in the hope that 
m artacke. would fly into their massed flak.

"Once I went down to have a look at a fire 
arid told - my navigator to keep a good lookout. 
He was checking the altimeter, but it isn’t too 
reliable* under 300 feet. All of a sudden 1 saw 
trees flashing past alongside me and jerked the 
stick and climbed out of there."

AND DN ANOTHER oecairiw. he had a Jt T 38 

underneath him., all the way borne. 

• A pilot ban to be good to do this trick.” Stu 
admit* 1 had flown over areas when* I knew 
there was a heavy concentration of flak but no¬ 
body fired a shot at me.

T told the navigator to watch out for some¬ 
body tadow me. and that 1 would fly right down 
to aei level and loice him out. 1 was flying so 
low.\finally, that spray was hitting the windshield.

Stu was an acting squadron leader when the 

air vice marshal called him in one day and asked 
him to produce his log book. 

“It seems to me,” the senior officer'said. “that 
you’ve been credited with one and a half tours 
of operation for long enough ” 
w When he examined Stu’s log book he discov¬ 
ered that the pilot had two tours of 200 hours 
with Fighter Command and 76 aortic* with tlv* 
daredevil 100 Group. 

‘‘You are grounded forthwith." he said. 

“You know" Stu confided, “1 didn’t have the 
courage to tell anyone 1 had all that flyln* t«m«s 
You just go on and on, hoping the war will be over 
or something will intervene. But I hadn't live 
courage to say Fd had enough.” 

Back to Canady. Stu Law went out for a 
transport conversion course in pro pa rat ion for 
commercial flying. 

lie did rescue work in the Far NortV dropped 
medical supplies ui Baff inland, flew ailing 
Eskimos out to hospital. 

Then he went on the TCA's Halifax-Montreal 
run for a couple of years, 

He’s still (lying, occasionally 

“I take up im Bov Scouts now and then as a 
reward.”. h£ explains. “But I can't afford to do 
mtiph flying. It costs too much.” 

Scouting is Stu's hobby and he is trying, he 
says, to interest his troop in aircraft and aircraft 
engines, rather than hotrods. 

His wife. Bev, is naturally sympathetic. She’* 
a pilot, too. 

There's a story that went the rqpnds during 
the war years, and it is probably true. It seems 
an aircraft was coming in over the strip and the 
pilot called control to report: * My starboard whig- 
tip is shot »*»>'. my undercarriage is gone; I'm 
out of fuel and on fire. What do I do?" 

The laconic voice in control replied: 

“Repeat after me: Our Fathei ...” 

The ptlot in the story was never Identified. 
But it easily could have been Stu Law.

The first bread may have been made 
from acorn* or beechnuts crushed, 
mixed with water, shaped into flat cakes 
and dried in the sum Roth flour and 
bread-making has progressed a long, • 
long way those lar away days. 

According to the records, the organ¬ 
ized industry of bread-making began in 
ancient Egypt. The Egyptians also take 
the credit fhr discovering a primitive 
kind of yeast. 

Up until not too long ago commercial bread 
making was a small buxines* . . . most of the 
-.bread was made in the home Today the home- 
Mamie loaf is almost as unique as plush drapes. 
TV baker’s loaf is a fine thing ... 1 concede its 
merits the same as 1 concede the merits of the 
automatic washer and Jhe oil burning furnace and 
•11 the other wonderful things that make life 
easier Still I am sorry for the family who has 
not known the fragrance and taste of newl> baked 
biead. in their own home. 

In grandmothers day biead making was slow 
# . . It was set the nigfit before. It had to be 
placed on warm bricks' and bundled up like a 
baby to keep it warm all night. In the morning 
it was punched down, left to rise, punched dow’n 
and sliaped into loaves, left to rise again and

subsequently baked. Even In my mother’s time 
, the bread was not out of the oven until afternoon. 
Of course that was not bad. as far as children 
were concerned. When we got home from school 
the kitchen smelled wonderful and there on the 
kitchen table were round, fat loaves waiting to 
be sHced and eaten hot by hungry children. How 
'■lovely it tasted with butter melting into its crusty 
goodness! 

Modern ingredients and modern methods have 
telescoped the time and effort of bread making 
into a few hours. Make biead just once and 
you are on your way to a new cooking adventure. 

ir YOU HA \ K NK\ K.N made bread before per¬ 
haps you should start with plain white biead. 
We will make two loaves, and when you see 
how good it tastes ]*m sure you will want to 
branch out and make some of the hundred and 
>one good things that can be madr with a veast- 
risen dough. 

Scald one cup milk and pour over IS table- 
spoons sugar. 2*» teaspoon* salt and IS table¬ 
spoons shortening. Cool to luke warm. While 
Ibis is moling measure into a good s 4 /«ed bowl one 
cup, lukewarm water, one teaspoon sugar and 
one envelope of dry yeast. Let stand ten minutes, 
then stir well and pour in the lukewarm milk 
mixture. Now xtn in two cups sifted all purpose 
flour, beat till smooth Sftir in an additional three 
cups * about* sifted allpurpose flour. There is 
some slight difference in flour so that It la 
difficult to give the exact amount. Onoa you 
have made biead a few times you will get to 
know by the feel of the dough. The dough should, 
be soft, not stiff. Turn out on a well floured 
boaid and knead lightly. Don't incorporate too 
much flour.. r nde.i kneading is better than over- 
kneading. Place the bail of dough in a greased 
bowl, brush the top with melted shortening, cover 
and let rise in a warm place till double in hulk. 
It should take about an hour. 

If you have a hot water radiator in your 
borne you have a fine place to put the bread to 
rise. I place a folded newspaper under the 
bowl so that it doesn’t get too warm. In the 
summer when there is no furnace heat I put the 
bowl in my electric oven and have the heat at the 
very lowest possible place on the dial. It mustn’t 
get hot enough to cook the dough. If you are 
new at bread making I d suggest you let It rise 
right on your kitchen table. It will probably take 
twice as long to rise but It won't spoil.

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After the dough is about double turn ft out 
again on a flouted board and without too much 
handling shape into two loaves. Place in gieased 
pans and again let it rise till about double in 
bulk. If you do not have regular bread pans 
use a couple of casseroles. I don’t have the oven 
preheated for biead 1 put it in a cold oven, set 
for 350 The bread will rise a bit more as the 
oven heats. One hour is the usual baking time. 
Turn out on a rack to cool. Homemade bread 
slices better if you wait a few hours before 
cutting. But who wants to wait? I guess there 
is nothing any better tasting than thick crust 
from a loaf right out of the oven . . . lots of 
butter, of course! 

NOW. W ASN’T THAT RASY? Well, let’s try 
wholewheat biead. For this you might like to 
try an over night method You can mix this in a 
jiffy just before bed Put into pans before break¬ 
fast and it can be out of the oven before 10 
o’clock. I use a small plastic pail to mix my 
bread . . . with this overnight method I don’t 
have to worry about the dough rising and spilling 
over the top. 

Into the pail I put a quarter-cup brown sugar, 
four teaspoons salt and half a cdp of shortening. 
Over this I pour 24 cuprhQt watet. By the tune 
I'm into my nightie, slippers and housecoat the 
mixture has cooled to lukewarm, so I sprinkle 
- into it a package of veast. By the time.I've had 
my bedtime cup of tea. the yeast has peiked a. 
bit and I can finish mixing 

Fit st. I measure thiee cups wholewheat flour 
into I he liquid and beat w ell. Then add about 
thiee cups white. 311-puipose flour mixed with 
four tablespoons dty. powdered skim milk The 
dough should be ^slightly sticky. I smooth the 
top with a wet knife and pat the top with a little 
salad oil Mo pievent a crust forming). Cover and 
leave till morning. Turn onto a floured boaid, 
divide into two pieces. Knead slightly and shape 
into loaves. Put in well greased pans and in a 
warm place to line. Wholewheat bread will notf 
come up as high as .white bread. Bake in 350* 
oven for about.an hour. 

If you should want to make this in the day¬ 
time. w ith a shorter rising period, use two 
package* of yeast instead of one This may not 
be an orthodox method of making bread but I 
like.lt. The bedtime mixing i« easy when you 
don't do any kneading or have a messy flour mix¬ 
ture to clean up. It is especially good for the 
slower iising. wholewheat dough. 

YESTERDAY I got up a little earlier than 
usual, to do some writing, and decided to try a 
new recipe for fast, fast rolls. We had them hot 
for 9 a m. breakfast. They took just under an 
hour and a half for mixing, rising and baking. 
They were called "Hurry I’p Yeast Rolls.” 

Dissolve one package of yeast in three-quarters 
of a cup of warm watet. Mix in 24 cups bisquick 
(package biscuit mix*. Beat as you add the bis- 
quick. Turn the dough onto a well floured surface 
and knead till smooth • about 20 times*. Shape 
as desired into tolls, descents or what have you. 
►lace on gieased bekiqg sheet and cover with a 
damp cloth. Let rise in a warm place for about 
•ne hour, they should double in bulk. Bake in a 
hot oven, 400*, for about 10 te 19 minutes. 


1 made crescent-shaped rolls. I divided the 
dough nto two pieces, patted each into a ciivlf 
ano cut mto eighths. I brushed the puces with 
melted butter and rolled them up. beginning at 
the wire side and rolling toward the point. I 
brushed the rolls with butter and sprinkled them 
with «-*-«me seeds. These quick rolls are delicious 
•the **gh a different texture fiom the regulation 
rolls. They are quite crusty on the outride and 
th« flavor is good. I don’t think you would havd 
tc tw ist anyone’s arm to get them eaten. 

Cnc day soon I am going to try a few vaiD 
mu ns with this dough. You could' brush tht 
rolled out dough with butter, sprinkle with sugaf 
a d cinnamon, roll up like a jelly roll and out 
In slices. 

You could roll them up with raisins or glaef 
fruit and sugar, or for savories, glared efteesd 
would be good.

John Heraey Says

*T r HE HARSH PARADOX for the moralist b that many men enjoy war, 
^ ovm fall in love with the giving of death, while hating peace and fearing 
Mo. 

This paradox K at the core of John Hersey'* powerful hew novel, “The 
War Lover*’ (Knopf), about the crew of a Flying Fortress in the Second World 
War and their dangerous bombing missions over Nazi-occupied Europe. 

It is first of all good to report that in this book Hersey is again func¬ 
tioning at the same high creative level which made “The Wall” such a notable 
wordy of fiction based on historical fact. 


One mark of Hersey as a 
novelist is his unique ability 
to reconstruct through thor¬ 
ough research and then infuse 
this factual material with pas¬ 
sion and meaning through his 
own artistic vision. 

In his meticulous recorv 
at ruction of the’ combat rou¬ 
tine a boa id a huge bomber 
on its perilous raids over Hit¬ 
ler’s Germany, the author has 
Stamped his novel with an air 
of authenticity that only a 
serious craftsman and talented 
reporter could achieve. 

The reader is compelled to 
react with the feeling. ‘This 
Isr the vav it really was, and 
these ate real people.” as he 
follows Hersey's plot of life 
and love, shabby sex and 
death, violence and tenderness 
through page after page to the 
emotionally explosive climax. 

Little wonder that this novel 
stands out so prominently!

In flashbacks during the

The result is an absorbing, 
documented insight into the 
war in the air and the cruel 
effect it had on the crews 
both during and after the 
gruelling raids.

Whether Heraey, the serious 
writer, finally achieves as 
much as he aims at/in bis ob¬ 
vious aspiration to create seri¬ 
ous literature, may be de¬ 
bated. but no one can argue 
that he has not again written 
a malor novel which demands 
the attention of any thought¬ 
ful reader. X/ *

1938. 

His first novel, based on a 
Second World War experience, 
was "A Bell for Adano.” which 
won the 1945 Pulitzer Prize, 
and was turned into a suc¬ 
cessful play and movie. Since 
1947. despite occasional jour¬ 
nalistic activities, he has de¬ 
voted moat of his time to fic¬ 
tion with both popular and 
critical success. 

Now living in Connecticut, 
his principal interest besides 
writing is sailing, at which he 
is expert, and the improve¬ 
ment of American education.

ALEX KING’S 

WONDERLAND

T T IS JUST about a year since Alexander King 
* vaulted like a verbal Nijinsky into the publish¬ 
ing firmament with “Mine Enemy Grows Older,** 
a best -seller which proved that we were not so sunk 
in our orthodoxy that we couldn't recognize n 
genuine literary eccentric when we saw one. Since 
then television has given this buoyant raconteur n 
wider, if more ephemeral audience. 


Judging by the opinion of 
television* in his new book 
May This Hnno Be Safr From 
Tigers «Simon and Schuster*, 
King realizes that if he is go¬ 
ing to make any kind of perm¬ 
anent impression with his 
prodigal flow of w’ord*. it will 
have to be done in print. 

The new book not to 
waste any time about it — is 
the King-size. mix. ere as be 
fore the same nose-thumb¬ 
ing, corn-treading, rib-tickling 
bouilla-baisse which made 
-Enemy” such a startling 
book. Again it is autobiogra¬ 
phical, leaping hither and >on 
in the life of a man who seems 
to have spent his time defying 
convention and getting away 
with it. 

There is more about his 
periodical visits to Lexington. 
Ky.. to take he cure for dope 
addiction/ bis real-life adven¬ 
ture with Mittel European 
lah characters out of Kafka, 
his fdyllle life with his new, 
young wife. Margie (whose 
likeness adorns the surrealist 
Jacket). Some of his choicest 
television anecdotes are told 
again with l. 11 the trimmings, 
such as the story’ of his at¬ 
tempts to abandon a couple of 
dd£d kittens in a shoe box on 
the Stater Island ferry. 

But there are some signifi¬ 
cant differences as compared 
with the first book. For one 
thing, he has included some 
of his ironic draw ings. with 
their even more ironic verse 
commentaries. More uninhi¬ 
bited still are King's views on 
• advertising and Qn television. 
I know this is open season on 
television, but how r ’s this for 
biting the hand ihat feeds 
him? 

He is looking into the fu¬ 
ture: Television enjoyed a 
frenzy of popularity, particu¬ 
larly among children, during 


the forties and fifties ... This 
potential art form perished in 
the late sixties. Its operational 
destiny, esthetic as well as 
financial, eventually fell under 
the exclusive aegis of some 
soft-licaded businessmen who 
fancied themselves great cre¬ 
ative entepreneurs. : It lan¬ 
guished on in deep doldrums 
for several dotade?, until 
finally even children were 
completely repelled by its 
idiotic, repetitious and stupe¬ 
fying monotony.” 

I couldn't lave put it better 
myself! 

Nor has King's suddet fame 
blunted the edge of his invec¬ 
tive. Listen to these, random 
opinions culled from the book. 
” He calls Klsa Maxwell ’ a 
superannuated saddlebag ” Pat 
Boone “an underdone potato 
pancake vho has happily 
fallen into a puddle of warm 
buttermilk." and a certain 
senior narcotics bureau offi¬ 
cial “a la id-brained cop." 

All of ibis is presented in 
raffish pioee which blends 
slang with lyricism ns oscil¬ 
lates between anecdote and 
opinion Much of the narra¬ 
tive reads as though it were 
first spoken aloud, but every 
so oft«A» one Is halted by eso¬ 
teric words (“orisons.” “le- 
murian.” "devoirs”) not com¬ 
monly heard In the corner 
tavern This fuxfaposition is 
highly effective. 

A man with seemingly no 
taboos at all. King also cher¬ 
ishes no illusions about him¬ 
self. 

“I’m not the kind of vain 
ass.” he says cockily “who 
thinks there ain’t gonna he 
no more serenades just be¬ 
cause his own little harmon¬ 
ica ‘happens to be blighted by 
mildew ” 

May This Harmonica LjOng 
Be Safe Fr-om Mildew. I hope 
I have indicated enough of its 
delectable cacophony to' send 
you hurrying to your book 
store.

This I* also the land of the 
Kvsakiutl. an Indian tribe 
whose savage ancestors, two 
centuries ago. numbered over 
6.000; h race with a culture it 
times inexplicable to modern- 
day thinking. 

It was back in eagly Septem¬ 
ber. 1914. Just alter the out- 
bieak of the First World Wtlr. 
that one of these Indians, Tom 
Williams 'also known as "Big 
Headed Tom”>. sailed his'dug- 
cut canoe across ijueen Char¬ 
lotte Sti ait to Alert Bay on 
Cormorant Island, seat of 
local government. 

When he tied up at the gov¬ 
ernment float, he went up to 
the little wooden BC provin¬ 
cial police station to report *o 
fhe lone ptovinciai constable. 
Harold Helmsing, that his 
partner. Ernest Jack, had been 
drowned. 

This was the era when 
muscular hand loggers still 
still gained a precarious living 
along the coast. Williams and 
his partner were of this hardy 
breed, men who struggled »o 
gained a precarious living 
the islands with Spanish wind¬ 
lass and Gilchrist lack "Pinch 
penny loggers.'* they usually 
cut their sticks *« close to 
tidewater as possible then 
sweated for days to inch the 
timber downhili and into the 
salt chuck. It was dangerous 
work at times and many were 
crippled and killed when logs 
rolled the wrong jway or 
makeshift gear suddenly let 


According to the slow-spoken 
Williams, he and his partner 
were hand log gin* over on 
Dickson Island in Wells Pas¬ 
sage when they noticed one 
profitable stick, a veritable 
giant, jammed on the shoreline 
with a lot of other ’ogs. Figur¬ 
ing that by evening, helped by 
the biggest tide of the year, it 
might became buoyant Kmest 
Jack was going to make a stab 
at towing it out into the bay. 
He had gone alone to the fore¬ 
shore to tussle with the log. 
and after an hour or so when 
he didn't return. Williams went 
looking for him. 

lie found Ernie's peavey 
jammed * in a log. bu» no sign 
•f Its owner. Williams con¬ 
cluded he'd slipped between 
the jostling, floating logs and 
drowned. Next morning at day 
light Williams spent several 
bouts searching the shoreline 
for his friend but without re¬ 
sult. So he'd come across to 
Alert Bay to report 


Helming, a 32-year-old. tall 
and good looking, young Eng 
iishman, collected some drag¬ 
ging gear and with a hired 
fishboat dragged the shoreline 


of Dickson Island, without suc¬ 
cess. It seemed queer that the 
body didn't show up after a lew 
days but then, as Helms 1 "!

Then came the sudden re¬ 
port of a rifle and Ernest 
Jack fell ’backwards into the 
water. 

In calm and detached fashion 
old Jim told how he watched 
in the gloom as the Williams 
brothers retrieved Ernest 
Jack’s body, hauled it Into their 
fishboat. and went out of the 
bay. 

Why hadn’t he told tha 
police about this be/oreT 

With an expre sive shrug 
of his shoulders the old man 
explained that the Williams 
brothers were pretty wild 
characters; maybe silence was 
the hettar part of discretion. 

Matthews cheeked the 
seven-year-old story of t he 
poisoned foot and Jim Pun- 
quit's visit to Dickson Island. 
It checked, all right. Then a 
little more research brought 
forth the fact that Ernest Jack 
had one gold-<*pped tooth -a 
right upper bicuspid. Finally, 
in roundabout fashion. Matth¬ 
ews got another morsel of in¬ 
formation. Apparently some 
years before Tom Williams 
had spread the quiet word that 
the Island of Herons was sn 
evil place, a place so shrouded 
in misfortune that anyone who 
visited it might be marked for 
death. No Indian had set foot 
on it from that day on 

Matthews got hold of Tom 
W illiams and pressed him for 
details of the Heron Island 
ban. Hesitatingly. W’illiams 
told him that a man was bur¬ 
ied there who died of small¬ 
pox, and he’d merely heaid 
that those who frequented the 
island w*?re likely to fall vic¬ 
tim to the malady. It was a 
warning that carried weight 
Smallpox and measles have 
wiped out more Indians on th# 
coast than any other pesti¬ 
lence. 

Pinning him down to the 
source of the story. Matthews 
a*ked him how he knew there 
was a dr ad man on the island. 

“My grandfather told me 
•bout It.” said Tom Williams, 
not too happy about the ques¬ 
tioning, but happy in his

choice of his informant Hts 
g. andfather had been dead two 

years. 

Next day Matthews arrested 
Williams for the mOrder of 
Ei nest tlack. and also locked 
up brother George as an acces¬ 
sory after the faict. 

It was in October. 1921. tho 
Indian brothers appeared be 
fore Mr. Justice F. B. Greg¬ 
ory in a Vancouver assize 
court. Col. H. S. t “29th Bn ”> 
Tobin. DSO, acted'*as Crown 
prosecutor and R. ^ “Pal” 
Maitland, afterwards attorney- 
general, was assisted in the 
Indians’ defence by Stanley J- 
R. Remnant, today a county 
court judge. Mrs. 3teve Cook 
acted as interpreter, as one 
by one dusky tribesmen added 
their quota of evidence, pro 
and con. 

Finally old Jim Punquit gave 
again his eye witness account 
of ther^m>taLJime shooting at 
Dickson Island. As he spoke, « 
on a table in sight of the jury, 
lay all that remained of Er¬ 


nest Jack: a few charred bones 
and a skull — a skull that 
seemed to view the jury with 
detachment as they listened to 
a / story of Indian vengeance 
up in the kingdom of the eagle, 
the raven and the bear. 

Asked U> reau k ihe conclu¬ 
sion that Ernest Jack had 
been killed by Tom Williams, 
and buried by the Williams 
brothers on lonely Heron 
Island, the jury felt a doubt 
in the matter. After three 
hours of deliberation they «n- 
✓ nounced they couldn’t teach 
an agreement. Another trial 
was ordered, and for the con¬ 
venience of the out-of-town wit¬ 
nesses, it commenced imme¬ 
diately. Another 12 men heard 
the story •this time with an In¬ 
teresting legal interlude. 

Col. Tobin decided to call 


as a witness the accused’s ex- 
wife. Jennie, and the detents 
promptly objected. 

“Married according to In¬ 
dian custom doesn’t mean a 
thing," said Tobin in effect. 
“We've got a Marriage Act in 
British Columbia and couples 
who don't confirm to it a fit 
married.’' 

It was then that Indian 
Agent Hallidav was called on 
to give an account of Indian 
marriages (banned lave years 
before) and Judge Gregory 
finally ruled that Jennie’s 
marriage was legal and de¬ 
barred her from giving evi¬ 
dence. 

When all the evidence was 
in, the second jury was a« con¬ 
fused as the first, and they 
too disagreed. Col. Tobhf 
polled them, but the result was 
inescapable.

It was Judge Gregory wh# 
had the last word with Tom 
Williams: 

’Prisoner,” he said, “it may 
be that the Jury gave you :he 
benefit of the doubt. Now go 
home and be a good Ind an. 
Don’t bear any malice aw> -t 
the men who gave evidence 
against you here today. If 
^anything happens to them ><-u 
wiH be suspected. Take hack 
the word to your friends -that 
*1 Indians get a fan ti lal n 
our courts and remember . . . 
if you take the law into your 
Own bands and do thing? you 
shouldn’t do . . . you'll no 
punished. You’re free to go 
now." 

Next day the Crown a«krd 
for a stay of proceedings 
fgainst Brother George. 

Although most of those con¬ 
nected with the famous ra -e 
are now dead, old timers n 
Sidney and Duncan may- ie 
member Const. Helmsing’s *qn, 
George, when he was also »n 
the B.C Police. 

There are links, too. w':*h 
the famous Halliday family 
Mrs. W. M. Halliday widow nl 
the famous student of Indian % 
life, lives in Victoria at 2?*v8 
Satellite. His brother Ernest 
Is spending the twilight of his 
years out at Oak Ridge nur¬ 
sing home, where his niece, 
Mrs. Jean Duggan, is matron. 

Mrs. Duggan, when 1 chatted 
with her the other after¬ 
noon. remembered “Big Head¬ 
ed Tom” who figured in ihe 
famous murder mystery.

RADIO HANDYMEN GUARD 


pROBABLY THE LARGEST com- 
t omnications system of it* kind in 

Canada—and possibly tkr whole world 
—is B.C.’s quarter-century-old radio 
section of the engineering division of the 

forest service. 

It covers a vast area, from Peace 
River Work stations at Power Coupe and 
Fort St. John, to Prince Rupert, a forest 
district headquarter* on the roast, and 
from the I A border north to Prince 
George, ffbd remote stations like fort 
Nelson. But for all practical purposes. 
Prim e George i* just about the northern- 
most limit of the system. 

It's expanding all the time, of course, but L% 
G. A Play/air. superintendent of thE~aection ex¬ 
plains. the great, unsettled areas of the north 
ate imiKisMbie to protect against fire and until 
they ate populated forest service radio is un¬ 
likely to reach them. 

“If a tire breaks out in this country ." be indi¬ 
cated the immense area on the map which is 
northern B.C. “they Just have to bum themselves 
out It would require thousands of men to con¬ 
trol them. And without roads or heavy equipment 
on the ground, even air borne fire fighters would 
be very nearly helpless.** 

Fire control, of course, la the purpose of thia 
astonishing network of communication. 

It functions in this lashion: 

Lookout* and patrols go Into the woods early 
in the season when fires can be expected, carry¬ 
ing their portable transmitting and receiving sets. 
They' report to a ranger station, and the ranger • 
station, in turn, is in contact with district head 
quartet* 

All district headquarter* report to -Victoria, 
which is the heart of the system. 

So. in effect, the whole apparatus of fire con¬ 
trol. stretching the width of the province and ap¬ 
proximate half its length, can be directed from 
. Victoria f . » 

In 1939 here were 16 fixed station.* in the sys¬ 
tem and about 70 portables In the field. Today 
there are 400 fixed stations and more than 300 
portables operative. That's an indication of the 


The 40 odd forestry vessel* which are patrol¬ 
ling aC waters are tied In with this network as 
well 

So whether the forestry men are afloat or in a 
Jeep in a ranger post or a lonely lookout, in a 
district headquarters office or on the fire line, 
they can pass their messages quickly and iinex¬ 
pensive! \ among themselves. It is the most ef¬ 
fective of aU the contributing factors of fire con 
trot 


MOKE AND MURK, the system is making use 
of verv high frequency (VHF) in transmissions. 
It is verv much more reliable than the medium 
frequencies which originally wete the only ones 
available. But even so. range is governed by the 
contours of the country So the radio wizards 
have hit upon a system of repeater stations for 
effective contact. 

“Suppose, for example, we want to transmit 
front Victoria to Vancouver.” said one technician 

“The verv high frequency signal acts very much 
like a beam of light. But you can't pass it ef¬ 
fectively around comers. ... So we find a high 
spot arid set up a repeater station, which con 
tains an iwtomatice device which picks up the 
transmission and re-transmits it ** 

, Technical people might smile at such an fx 
plana thtn: hut it wasn’t Intended for technical 
people Anyway. It is a very successful arrange¬ 
ment. Victoria can talk Just a* readily with Van¬ 
couver as with Harrison Lake or Chilliwack or. 
Cam obeli River. 

If Victoria warits to talk to Prince Rupert, they 
use a medium frequency, a* do the forestry 
vessels on the coast, making cont.iv’t with the 
forest service marine station, a ship repair depot.

By careful selection they 
have established three repeater stations which al¬ 
low intercommunication for all Vancouver Island, 
a* far north a* Kelsey Bay. and the lower coastal 
mainland, for example. 

Now. suppose Victoria wants to bring Kim 
loops into the main chain of the VHF system. 
There is a repeater on Mount Bruce. Salt Spring 
Island, and another at Greenstone Mountain, near 
Kamloops. 

By the installation of one more, at a selected 
spot between, the connection can be made. 

But officials want a repeater which may help 
link up further stations in the same grid. That 


is what complicates the selection. And it helps 
to keep the cost down. 

“We have our site.’’ said Mr. Playfair.

Why all this concern about getting into the 
very high frequency channels'* VHF (frequency 
modulation) is unaffected by the weather or by 
the sun spots that plague the medium frequency 
range. 

Superintendent Playfair is in his 26th year 
with the service He could reasonably call him 
self the father of forest radio in B.C. Although 
there had been some experimental work with 
radio out of a back room in Vancouver's court 
hou.se in 1920 to 1923. and they could talk to 
Myrtle Point, on the mainland opposite Campbell 
River, the forest service didn’t treat the develop 
ment very seriously. 


When Mr. Playfair arrived on the scene, he 
tied in a radio set at Campbell River, where he 
was stationed, with two forestry launches, and 
figured a 10-mile range was a real accomplish 




However, by 193039 there were some 90 sets 
scattered about the B.C. forest districts, without 
any really integrated system, however. 

The war years interrupted development, for 
Mr. Playfair was overseas, and until he was back 
in the forestry business in 1943 there wasn’t any 
equipment available in any event. Then armv sur¬

Fbr the ^Mrvice, generally, summer is the 
busiest time of alL But for the permanent tech¬ 
nicians there is pressure the whole year ’round. 

Often they must travel in bitter weather and 
under the most difficult conditions to the proposed 
site of a repeater station, for example. If they ’re 
lucky they’li get a lift in by helicopter, for the 
service uses these magnificently manoeuvrable 
vehicles more and more often. Don’t forget! 
That repeater has got to be on a moon tain peak 
somewhere, where the weather* is unlikely to be 
charitable. It Is hard and even dangerous work. 

Sometimes there’s a lightning strike on one of 


the mountain top stations, and that is a terrifying 
experience. 

They tell the story of one of the radio service 
people on duty during a storm who was pretty 
badly shaken when lightning lifted bis iron stove 
from the other side of the room and threw it 
through the wall dose to hia head. 

Sometimes the radios are hit and burned to a 
fused mass of junk. But most of the time they 
continue to function even under the most difficult 
conditions. That’s because they’re well made and 
well looked after. 

And what of the future of this organization? 

Two things only are certain. It will continue 
to expand as the population of the province ex¬ 
pands, and it w ill continue to increase in efficiency 
by constant experiment --'d research.

WfHEN YO^K greatgrandfather 
W built a log cabin, it was became 
^ bad to. He used the available ma¬ 
terial* a* beat he could. 

But when a modern man builds with 
lo**, you can bet a prime stand of tim- 
bfV it’s because he’s an individualist, 
aa artist and a perfectionist. 

Several men in this category have had a hand 
in the making of the house at what used to be 
eaileri Mitchell Lake in the Highland District. 

Bill Irvine, who followed justice of the peace, 
postmaster and honorary game warden Mitchell 
M owner of the property, became fascinated with 
the subject of building w ith logs at the time > 
wbea the parks branch was launching its rustic 
construction program. Joe St. Pierre, the branch's 
colorful one-man building crew , had put up Beau 
Ccdre at Little Qualicum and was engaged in 
other work whose crowning achievement was 
Mount Seymour Park Lodge, near Vancouver. 
Mr. Irvine spent two >ears learning all he couM 
about the*philosophy and fine points of log build¬ 
ing from Mr. St. Pierre, drawing plans for his 
projected house and trying to persuade Joe to 
come and build the house for him. The skilled 
French-Canadian axeman hummed artd hawed; 
and finally compromised by getting his brother 
Jimmy—a carpenter who bought okT houses, im¬ 
proved them and sold them -to be the builder, 
while Joe acted as consultant. 

A fine stand of firs writh very little taper was 
available a few miles up Munn Road from the 
building site. Trees of correct diameters were 
carefully selected to agree with a chart worked 
out from the blueprints done by Mrs. F’orence 
Trew. As each tree was felled, both ends were 
marked with the number corresponding to one on 
the chart; and when the chart was filled, cutting 
was finished. 

One of Joe St Pierre s requir ements for suc¬ 
cessful log building was that felling and peeling 
of bark must be done in the dead of winter when 
up in th^ trees was at a bare minimum, to 
minimize the risk of the logs splitting or check¬ 
ing later. So brother Jimmy and his employer 
aet to work January 10, 1945.

"Peeling of tire logs at this time of year took 
about 20 times as much work as it would hava 
when the sap was running/' say* dill Irvine. 

An axe. a spud theavy chisel*, and a slick 
• finer chisel > were employed in that order to free 
the logs from all traces of bark. 

STONE MASON BY, which ihcliudes the two 
feet of foundation that are above ground, and the 
massive granite fireplace at the end of the living 
room, was done by Arthur Coleman, who has had 
ha skilled hands in stone work from cottage to 
cathedral for more than 40 ve#r* in .Victoria. 
Hero was another perfectionist

from the property. It is all part of a "season” 
which extends through the Highlands, up to 
Bamberton. and beyond. The “heatilator” in the 
fireplace weighs a ton. and had to be especially 

made. 

A bubble level is usually used to measute 
accurately how much of the top log should be cut 
out to make it fit smoothly over the one beneath. 
Lacking this, Joe fashioned a set of calipers with 
two levels on it. one for perpendicular and one 
for horizontal. The golden color of the logs has 
been preserved by using two coats of iron oil, 
followed by a spar varnish finish. The logs 
graduate to smaller diameter as each round rises 
above the one in *rhich it is laid. 

ONE EXCEPTION to the rule of using en 
tirefy local rAaterials is the roof. Although it 
looks like shake, it isn't. It is made of royal 
shingles, which are 32 inches long, and which 
came by barge from Vancouver. They have been 
laid double, with the top layer overhanging about 
a quarter of an indr. Every’ nail in the roof is 


copper. This is said to discourage the gu-wth of 
moss „ 

The two-inch thick floors, war# hand-M raped 
and hand^sanded by well-known sport- tiguie, 
Albie Davies. Living room and dicing room floor*

The vear of building proved an Interesting 
one for all coricerned. Mr Irvine recalls an occa¬ 
sion when liis temperamental builder stormed 
down a ladder throwing cedar bark in all diiec- 
tions and turning the air fairly blue with hia 
language, because “the wtnd heard me sweating 
about making a mistake on that gable; the wind 
wou'd tell the birds; the birds would tell the Msh; 
thev'd swim down Goin stream: and pretty £opn 
it would be all over Victoria hat Jimmv St Pierre 
had made a mistake and hadn't corrected It." 

That nlgHtTbefore the iamning chain of evi¬ 
dence could be forged.

The first three were sentenced

.on the clipper ship Red Rover. 

“Welch was sentenced to re¬

Soon, however. tlie Topa/e 
tar* — or mo*i of them — re¬ 
covered from their restlos 
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ness and proceeded to enjoy 
life neie. Thev liked the plau¬ 
dits ot ‘ the townsfolk; they 
liked rhe feeing yf belonging 
to Vtctnti. «nd so alwavs 
♦hey were w tiling to give the 
citizens j tteat. a* when: 

“The splendid brass band of 
HMS Topaze discoursed sweet 
music through the town last 
evening, to the great delign!

There were theatricals 
aboii d Topaze. and Capt. 
Spencer Wis fiequenflv in¬ 
vited to lend his patronage to 
plays and concerts: 

“Victoria Theatre-the per¬ 
formance last evening was un¬ 
de* the patronage of Hon.

ton. and did it ample justice.” 

On this occasion Capt- Spec 
cer had added pleasure: 

“A distinguished feature of 
the evening . . . was the pet 
for manes* of tire magnificent 
band of HMS Topa/e. In the 
course of the evening they 
gave selections from favorite 
operas, which strikingly di* 
played their qualities as musi¬ 
cians. The band was under the 
leadership of Mr. Jarrett. 
whom we must congratulate 
on the success which he has 
attained in the efficiency* of 
his men.” 

THE CHRISTMAS dinner 
of 1862 aboard Topaze caused 
a stir in the town, tor no less 
a personage, than the newly- 
elected first rna> or of Victoria. 
Thomas Harris, that rotund, 
florid faced * "umhle trades 
man”, as he delighted to call 
himself when seeking votes, 
was the guest of honor. 

COLONIST OBSERVER 

The Colonist sent along a 
teporter. R. J. Preston, who 
must have had a fine time, 
lor he omitted no detail*, and 
here are a few' of them: 

"A peep through the lower 
deck Christmas Day on board 
HMS Topa/e. 

"The ship * favorite, a large 
black Newfoundland dog. 
called ’Neptune' . . abated in 
the favors, by being carried 
around on the shoulders of 
two stalwart sons of Neptune, 
while the approbation of every 
sailor in their route seemed 
to say he .was a jolly good fel¬ 
la* 

“In time some of the senior, 
and also the junior officers, 
shared th» excitement of the 
day by being carried around 
among the ship’s company — 
and all were treated with the 
utmost reaped.” 

And what a highlight of 
Christmas Day. 1862. aboard 
Topaze was this: 

“In tpe m.dship\ commonly 
railed 'no man's land.' were 
fruit stalls, cake stand*, etc. 
One of t*vese in particular 
could not he passed without 
being noted. It was a stand for 
the sale of pot teen, kept b> a 
true son of Erin. 

"In front there was a device 
with a sign bearing the word*, 
’the boys of the village.' Short¬ 
ly after making i note of this 
I again came along, but found 
that a change had been worked 
there, for the w'orthy. propri¬ 
etor had sold can. ot was down 
enjoying himself among the 
ship# company. Instead of the 
shanty w as a »arge pi^e of 
bottles, in admirable confus¬ 
ion. which once contained 
prime ale and potter, up to 
Imperial champagne, and 
would have made an appropri¬ 
ate throne for the cfnonatlon 
of Bacchus. * 


ONE HO.NDEK* if Mayor 
Harris rode hut horse out to 
Esquimalt and back that 
Christinas Day of 1862 

It was the Queen s Birthday 
ball of May. 146S. that btought 
most fame to Topaze while she 


was on the Esquimau station. 

Let as dip into The Colonist 
and read the full and glamor 
ous report: 

“Giand Naval Ball. 

“The bail given Jiy, C^apt. 
Spencer and the fjccnf of 
HMS Topa/e on bojtrd their 
noble ship in Esquimau har¬ 
bor . . is pronounced without 
exception to have been the 
most magnificent entertain¬ 
ment yet witnessed in thia-por- 
tlon of the Queen's dominions. 
In every minute particular the 
arrangements were perfect 
and nothing that forethought 
and ingenuity could devise tp 
add in any way to the comfort 
and enjoyment of those in¬ 
vited had been overlooked. 

"The guests began to collect 
shortly before 9 o’clock at the 
landing stairs and the ship's 
launches were in attendance to 
convey them on board. 

“Over the neats in the after 
parts of these boats canopies 
had been constructed and 
when once ensconsed inside, 
the fair voyageurs were as 
comfortable and as fully pr.>- 
tected from the weather as if 
seated in the state cabin of a 
P. and O. «famed Peninsula 
and Oriental Line! steamer. 
At about 10 o’clock the 
steamer Otter (kindly lent for 
the purpose by the HBC> «r 
rived with a large installment 
horn Victoria and then the 
company, including the offi¬ 
cers of HMS Topaze. Camel- 
eon. Devastation. Forward and 
Grappler. could not have num¬ 
bered less than 250. there 
being a fair pioportion of 
ladies. 

“I'pon entering the spacious 
ballroom on lA/‘ uppei deck, 
the eftect was dazzling in the 
extreme. Two large awnings, 
or marquees, composed of the 
flags of all nations, were 
ranged fore and aft. the flags 
being fluted so as to present 
a light and elegant appear- 
• 

DANCE ON DECK 

“On the bridge was the 
Prince of Wales’ plume, be 
hind which was the Royal 
. Cross of Denmark, in honor 
of the Princess Alexan 
dta. The entire ballroom was 
profusely decorated with many 
of the choice and beautiful 
flowers abounding on our is¬ 
land at this season of the 
year. The orchestra was placed 
in an elevated position amid 
ships, railed in by ramrods, 
crossed, which had a very 
pretty effect. S words and 
sword bayonets were afso 
tastefully displayed here and 
there in radiating circles and 
the whole of the ballroom 
was brilliantly lit up. 

"The deck was also admir¬ 
ably prepared for the dancing. 
As soon as the ship's excellent 
band led by Mr. Jarrett. 
struck up the first dance, the 
large assembly was in motion 
and dancing was maintained 
with great spirit until about 
1 o'clock in the morning, when 
supper was announced. 

“The tables were placed on 


the main deck, and so admir¬ 
ably arranged that all could 
find a seat at the table at tha 
same time, and partake at 
their ease of the profusion of 
good' things spread before 
them. Supper concluded, danc¬ 
ing was resumed with re¬ 
doubled vigor and was not dis¬ 
continued until Sol shed his 
bright rays upon the festive 
scene and two bells warned 
the happy throng that 5 o’clock 
had arrived. Great and sin¬ 
cere was the regret wfTb which 
the company took leave of the 
gallant commodore and his 
officers, whose kind hospital¬ 
ity and attention had enabled 
them to pass an evening, the 
pleasures of w'hich will sur¬ 
vive In after years. 

“The Otter remained in tho 
Esquimal harbor all night and 
conveyed a portion of the com¬ 
pany hack to Victoria in the 
morning.” 

WellAall good things must 
come to an end. and late in 
June of 1863 "’opaze took her 
departure from Esquimalt: 

. . A noble ship and a gal¬ 
lant crew ... to Capt. Spencer 
and the officers and men of 
the Topaze have the people of 
this city, of all classes, been 
indebted for the acts of cour¬ 
tesy, kindliness and atten¬ 
tion, which will render their 
names as familiar a* house¬ 
hold words ...” 

“The Topa/e sailed awav 
... a number of friends had 
congregated to witness her 
departure. No >alute was fired, 
but a demonstratipn took place 
more gratifying to the gallant 
fellows on board than powder 
and smoke. As the ship got 
under weight, the men of the 
Suite*' lay up in the rigging 
and after- the crew of the To¬ 
paze had given their lusty 
rounds of farewell cheers, the 
mrn of, the Sutlej replied with 
such lusty rounds of cheering 
as only British tars know how 
to give. As soon as they had 
ended, the boys of the gun¬ 
boat Grappler took it up and 
tried the force of (heir lungs. 
Three vociferous parting 
round* peHed forth from the 
noble Topa/.e and in a few min 
utes more she was hidden from 
sight So genuinely and en 
thusiastically vehment w'ere 
the latter in their acclama¬ 
tions that showers of navy 
caps were seen to pour into ths 
water.” 

HMS Topaze is/commemo¬ 
rated in Topaz Avenue in Vic¬ 
toria and Topaze Harbor up 
the coast. 

And Capt. Spencer is re¬ 
called in Spencer Mountain, 
in Topaze Harbor, and in Well 
bore and Sunderland channel*, 
between Vancouver island and 
the mainland. 
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
